Richard Borton, 905 Third St, VP of the Hamil- 
ton Park Neighborhood Association appeared 
before the Commission. He stated he had been 
directed by the Association to speak in 
opposition to the request. Не stated that the 
association feels it is important to stabilize 
the residential character of the area and felt 
this request would be in direct conflict with 
that goal. He questioned if the request 

were approved if this business would have 

the required parking for both uses. 


Mr. McGibbon stated that they have no problem 
with parking on this site. Не stated that 
this is a neighborhood business which services 
the area and is a convenience to the area 
residents. 


Sandra Borton, 905 Third Street, appeared in 
opposition to the request. She stated she 
felt there was no need for further business 
expansion in this area. 





Mr. McGibbon stated that they feel it would be 
better for the neighborhood to have a viable 
business on this property rather than a 

vacant building. 


There was no one else present who wished to 
speak in favor of or in opposition to the 
proposed rezoning.
